GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA 

These  remain  the  same  as  set  out  in  my  Report  for  the  year  1930. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

Mr.  Atkinson  as  usual  has  furnished  a very  complete  Report, 
reference  to  which  will  give  you  such  full  information  of  these 
matters  that  I need  add  little  comment  upon  the  details  set  out 
therein. 

Water 

That  the  greater  part  of  a Rural  District  so  large  and  in  shape 
so  irregularly  extended  should  be  well  'served  with  a piped  supply 
of  excellent  water  is  a circumstance  as  noteworthy  as  it  is  felicitous. 

The  value  of  this  boon,  so  essential  to  the  welfare  of  a country- 
side, is  manifested  in  the  steady  increase  of  the  populadon  during 
so  many  years  whilst  rural  population  elsewhere,  generally,  has 
been  declining.  Few  will  question  that  the  good  water  supply  has 
been  an  important  factor  contributing  to  the  prosperity  of  the 
District;  and  the  typical  examples  Mr.  Atkinson  publishes  of  the 
results  of  chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  show  that  the 
quality  of  the  water  is  very  good. 

Only  the  villages  of  Inkberrow,  Abbots  Morton,  Rous  Lench 
and  Church  Lench  remain  unserved  with  a water  supply;  but  a 
comprehensive  scheme  cannot  be  carried  out  at  a cost  these  villages 
could  bear  unless  substantial  contributions  towards  it  were  received 
from  outside  sources. 

Sewerage  and  Drains 

The  new  sewer  at  Offenham  has  successfully  solved  the  problem 
of  some  nuisances  and  difficulties  that  had  been  arising  there. 

Mr.  Atkinson  also  mentions  the  new  sewers  to  be  laid  at  Badsey, 
Broadway  and  Mid-Littleton. 

With  the  large  number  of  houses  built  the  pollution  of  ditches 
and  water  courses  has  increased  and  the  need  for  the  sewerage 
schemes  you  have  under  consideration  is  growing  more  urgent. 

These  (with  the  concomitant  relaying  of  water  mains  already 
planned)  are  the  chief  sanitary  requirements  of  the  District. 

Housing 

Detailed  statistical  information  for  1937  will  be  found  in  the 
tabular  statement  which  is  included  in  your  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Report  attached  to  this  Report. 

One  item  therein  I think  is  of  special  interest : the  number 
of  houses  known  or  discovered  to  be  overcrowded  during  the  year 
was  28,  and  in  5 of  these  the  overcrowding  was  relieved,  leaving 
23  to  be  dealt  with.

This  is  not  a large  number — approximately  of  the  4,412 

inhabited  houses  in  the  District. 

Mr.  Atkinson  in  another  part  of  his  Report  gives  the  informa- 
tion that  since  the  1930  Housing  Act  came  into  force  189  unfit 
houses  have  been  dealt  with  : 

58  of  these  have  been  demolished; 

45  closed  on  undertakings  given  not  to  re-let  them  for  human 
occupation; 

69  have  been  reconditioned  after  Informal  Notices  given,  and 

17  after  Formal  Notices  served. 

With  regard  to  a few  houses  action  will  be  deferred  during 
the  continuance  of  their  present  occupancies  : these  are  houses  now 
only  occupied  by  aged  people  (sometimes  the  owners)  well  contented 
with  the  homes  in  which  they  have  been  long  established  and 
where  they  wish  to  be  left  to  abide  in  peace 

This  policy  which  you  have  adopted,  I think,  is  not  only  com- 
passionate but  right;  for  no  public  benefit  would  be  gained  and 
much  unhappiness  caused  by  disturbing  them. 

In  this  Report  I should  like  to  pay  tribute  of  admiration  to 
the  housewifery  in  the  District — speaking  generally. 

During  this,  as  in  previous  years,  when  making  inspections  in 
the  villages  I have  been  much  impressed  by  the  neatness,  cleanliness 
and  good  order  in  which  most  of  the  houses  are  kept — not  only 
the  new  Council  houses,  but  many  of  the  old,  inconvenient  and 
defective  houses  (some  of  them  condemned)  which  might  so  easily 
have  proved  heartbreaking  to  the  wife  and  lent  themselves  to 

That  there  are  ill-kept,  unclean  and  verminous  houses  cannot 
be  denied,  but  they  are  a small  minority. 

Bed  bugs,  even  amongst  these,  are  rare.  Mr.  Atkinson,  whose 
house  inspections  for  one  purpose  or  another  are  frequent  and 
extensive,  is  of  opinion  that  not  many  houses  are  infested. 

Only  two  cases  were  discovered  during  the  year — one  a Council 
and  the  other  a condemned  house. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

The  duties  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act, 
1928,  are  carried  out  by  the  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures. 
Sanitary  Inspectors  can  also  take  samples  under  the  Acts. 

All  dairies  and  slaughterhouses  are  under  the  supervision  of 
your  Sanitary  Inspector,  by  whom  they  are  visited  periodically. 

A whole-time  Veterinary  Officer  for  the  County,  appointed 
by  the  County  Council,  now  undertakes  routine  quarter  examina- 
tion of  cattle  in  “ Grade  A ” herds;  the  tracing  of  tuberculous  milk 
samples  under  Section  4 of  '^he  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation) 
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Act,  1915,  and  clinical  examinations  of  cows  in  registered  dairies. 

The  remainder  of  the  veterinary  work  under  the  Diseases  of 
Animals  Acts,  1894--1935,  and  all  Orders  of  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture connected  therewith,  has  been  left  with  the  Local  Veterinary 
Inspectors  who  act  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  Constable  of 
the  County.

DIPHTHERIA 

The  three  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  in  1937  occurred  in  the 
same  family  at  Pebworth  in  October,  three  children  being  con- 
cerned. The  patients  were  removed  to  Hospital. 

They  were  members  of  a large  family  and  fell  ill  together;  it 
was  fortunate  that  the  disease  did  not  spread  to  others  of  the  family 
or  amongst  their  neighbours.  I was  unable  to  trace  whence  they 
received  the  infection. 
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ENTERIC  FEVER 

One  case  was  notified  at  Ashton-under-Hill  in  July,  The  patient 
had  come  from  away  and  fell  ill  on  the  third  day  after  her  arrival 
at  Ashton  and  had  clearly  been  infected  before  she  came.  I com- 
municated with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  District  where 
she  had  been  living,  but  there  had  been  no  cases  of  Para-typhoid 
in  that  district;  nor  were  there  any  later. 

There  had  been  Typhoid  (Enteric  Fever)  there  the  year  before; 
but  Typhoid  and  Para-typhoid  are  separate  and  distinct  diseases. 

The  patient  was  removed  to  the  Sanatorium  and  made  a good 
recovery. 


PUERPERAL  PYREXIA 

One  case  was  notified,  at  Broadway,  in  December.  The  patient 
was  removed  to  Hospital. 

PNEUMONIA 

Nine  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified  during  the  year,  and 
four  deaths  due  to  this  disease  were  registered. 

Not  all  cases  of  Pneumonia  are  notified,  only  some  types  being 
notifiable.

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1937. 


WateR'  Supplies. 

There  w^as  no  change  in  the  sources  of  supplies. 

The  piped  supplies  were  satisfactory  both  as  regards  quality 
and  quantity  in  the  villages  generally.  Inkberrow,  Abbots  Morton, 
Rous  Lench  and  Church  Lench  are  the  only  villages  without  piped 
supplies.  As  I have  reported  previously,  it  will  be  difficult  to  supply 
these  villages  without  resort  to  a vast  expenditure  of  money. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  examinations  of  the  water  are 
made  periodically,  always  with  good  results.  The  Council,  however, 
have  now  decided  that  all  the  waters  shall  be  tested  bacteriologically 
every  three  months  except  Broadway,  which  will  be  sampled 
monthly.

The  sample  is  of  good  quality  and  fit  for  drinking. 
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As  mentioned  in  previous  Reports,  some  of  the  mains  require 
renewal,  particularly  at  Badsey,  Bretforton,  Broadway,  Childs- 
wickham  and  Hinton.  The  standpost  supply  at  Childswickham  is 
to  be  superseded  by  a proper  piped  supply.  In  other  words,  the  i- 
inch  main  will  be  replaced  by  a main  3 inches  in  diameter.  When 
completed  this  will  enable  piped  supplies  to  be  laid  on  to  the 
houses. 

It  is  also  proposed  to  construct  an  additional  reservoir  at  Broad- 
way, 90,000  gallons  capacity,  for  increased  storage. 

In  the  scheme  a new  main  has  been  allowed  for  to  supply  houses 
near  Weston  Subedge  Station. 

Plans,  estimates,  etc.,  comprising  all  the  above  mentioned  have 
been  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

During  the  year  the  Parish  of  Quinton  in  Stratford-on-Avon 
Rural  Area  was  supplied  from  this  Council’s  mains  at  Pebworth. 
Stratford-on-Avon  Rural  Council  take  a bulk  supply  for  that 
purpose. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

A new  sewer  was  laid  at  Laurels  Road,  ORenham.  This  enabled 
the  Council  to  abolish  several  cesspits  which  had  constituted  a 
serious  nuisance  for  several  years. 

It  is  proposed  to  extend  the  sewer  to  property  known  as  “ The 
Leys”  at  Badsey  at  an  early  date.  * 

It  has  also  been  decided  to  construct  a sewer  at  Springfield 
Lane,  Broadway,  where  at  present  the  drainage  of  the  houses  dis- 
charges into  cesspits. 

A sewer  will  also  be  laid  at  Middle  Littleton  in  the  near  future. 
RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

There  is  pollution  of  brooks  at  Bretforton  and  at  the  Littletons 
which  can  only  be  prevented  by  the  construction  of  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  works,  although  the  proposed  new  sewer  and  septic 
tanks  at  Littleton  will  alleviate  pollution  of  the  brook  to  a con- 
siderable extent. 

Sewerage  works,  however,  cannot  be  carried  out  until  the  water 
supplies  are  put  in  order,  because  the  existing  mains  are  inadequate 
to  supply  the  extra  water  which  would  be  required  for  W.C.  flush- 
ing cisterns. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

Eleven  privies  were  converted  to  W.C.’s. 

HOUSE  REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

During  the  year  another  vehicle  was  purchased  for  house 
refuse  collection  so  that  two  vehicles  are  engaged  on  this  work. 
These  vehicles  are  not  quite  able  to  cope  with  all  the  districts, 
therefore  refuse  has  to  be  collected  by  Contract  at  Kemerton,  Over- 
bury and  Cleeve  Prior.  The  two  vehicles,  however,  deal  with  a 
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population  of  more  than  12,000  and  the  work  has  been  carried  out 
most  satisfactorily. 

The  majority  of  the  houses  have  proper  dust  bins.  There  are 
only  a few  ashpits  in  the  district. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA. 

Particulars  are  appended  to  this  Report. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

No  nuisances  were  recorded  during  the  year. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

Only  two  instances  were  reported,  one  at  a Council  house  and 
one  at  a private  house— the  latter  however  was  a condemned  house. 

At  the  Council  House  the  picture  rails  and  skirting  boards  were 
removed  and  the  whole  house  was  disinfected  with  a special  dis- 
infectant which  proved  efficacious. 

The  work  was  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Nothing  has  been  done  as  regards  educating  tenants  to  prevent 
infestation.  It  is  a difficult  matter  in  a Rural  Area.  I do  not  think 
there  are  many  infested  houses  in  the  district. 

. SCHOOLS. 

The  sanitary  conditions  at  Schools  are  fairly  good. 

* The  water  supply  derived  from  a well  at  Cookhill  School  is 
not  very  satisfactory.  This  cannot  be  remedied  until  a public  supply 
is  provided  for  the  Parish  of  Inkberrow. 

HOUSING. 

Thirty-two  houses  were  erected  by  the  Council  and  41  by 
private  enterprise.

An  excellent  scheme  was  carried  out  at  South  Littleton  where 
eight  condemned  houses  were  purchased  by  the  Council.  These  were 
demolished  and  six  new  houses  were  erected  on  the  site.  This  not 
only  cleared  out  a small  slum  area  but  also  effected  a good  road 
improvement  because  a dangerous  corner  was  removed. 

Last  year  I drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  Rural  Authorities 
could  not  build  houses  for  agricultural  labourers  unless  the  Govern- 
ment gave  a subsidy  in  order  to  reduce  the  rents  to  within  the 
means  of  agricultural  workers.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the 
Government  have  now  decided  to  make  subsidies  available.  The 
Council  have  considered  the  matter  and  have  already  decided  to 
erect  houses  under  the  new  Act  in  several  Parishes. 
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Since  the  Housing  1930  Act  came  into  force 
58  houses  have  been  demolished 
45  houses  closed  on  an  undertaking  being  given 
not  to  re-let.

There  has  been  much  propaganda  and  correspondence  in  the 
daily  Press  respecting  the  preservation  of  old  cottages.  So  far  as  this 
district  is  concerned  every  effort  is  made  to  preserve  picturesque 
houses,  and  the  owners  are  generally  given  an  opportunity  to  re- 
condition them.  One  often  sees  photographs  of  picturesque  houses 
which  are  condemned.  They  are,  however,  usually  photographs  of 
the  front  elevation  only.  If  photographs  of  the  back  elevation  were 
shown  and  especially  the  interiors  of  the  houses  they  would  not 
present  quite  such  a rosy  picture. 

I do  not  think  many  Local  Authorities  serve  demolition  orders, 
certainly  Evesham  Rural  District  Council  does  not,  unless  the 
cottages  are  beyond  redemption.  After  all,  surely  the  health  of  the 
people  should  have  first  consideration.  Cottages  picturesque  or 
otherwise  should  only  be  renovated,  if  after  renovation  they  reach  a 
proper  standard  so  as  not  to  prejudice  the  health  of  the  people  who 
are  going  to  live  in  them,  for  it  has  to  be  remembered  that  these 
cottages  are  occupied  by  working-class  families  which  usually  com- 
prise young  children. 

It  is  often  a difficult  matter  for  Local  Authorities  because  owners 
refuse  to  incur  sufficient  expenditure  to  make  the  cottages  fit  and 
the  Council  have  no  alternative  but  to  issue  demolition  orders. 

The  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Acts  have  advantages  up  to  a 
point.  The  difficulty  arises  where  owners  refuse  to  pay  the  difference 
between  the  cost  of  the  works  and  the  grant,  and  where  the  owners 
refuse  to  take  advantage  of  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Acts 
completely. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  made  detailed  inspection  of  all 
cottages  at  Bretforton  and  Church  Lench  and  generally  endorsed 
our  opinion  on  the  various  properties  inspected.  At  Church  Lench 
there  are  some  picturesque  houses  occupied  by  old-age  pensioners 
which  are  unfit  for  habitation,  but  Dr,  Parker  agreed  with  us  that 
the  cottages  ought  to  be  preserved  if  possible.  I am  pleased  to  report 
that  the  owners  agree  with  this  attitude  and  are  giving  considera- 
tion to  the  matter.

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES.

The  remainder  are  used 
rather  infrequently.

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Every  assistance  is  given  from  this  department  to  encourage 
Farmers  to  obtain  accredited  licences.  The  difficulty,  however,  seems 
to  be  financial. 

One  hundred  and  one  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  the  usual 
tests.  Of  these  21  did  not  comply  with  the  prescribed  conditions. 
Last  year  20  out  of  90  did  not  comply  with  the  conditions. 

I again  thank  you  for  the  confidence  reposed  in  me.  I also 
thank  Mr.  Gardiner,  the  Clerk,  Dr.  Harthan  and  my  staff  for  their 
valuable  co-operation  and  assistance  in  what  has  been  another  busy 
and  rather  difficult  year  because  the  work  has  been  rather  dis- 
organized owing  to  members  of  the  staff  leaving  to  take  up  better 
appointments.
